Although np mention ib* made here of the utiplieatlon in LVX 
2Q0, that Subjedt caused the aft eat of, the lYrench Mlaslon in Budapest, 
this 'sefiaa aleo' definite. ‘ Hereafter he i*ill be known under the name of 
SZAK Ladialaa. Ini addition It la also to be noted that SCHNARTZ was 
arrested during the sane period. . 

2. The position of the HungfirlAn State Police on the question of smugg- 
ling Jews across the border is not clear, 'althotigh it appears that the 
policy of the State Police is not as toleraht toward iraiugglin^ as the 
interest of individuals employed by the State Police, See. paras 7 & 9. 

3 . Additional information in para 12 is being passed on to CID, USPA. 
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i. Subject uas mentioned to DD 110 by CONDUCTCH as being a former 
inspector of the Hungarian Political Police who came (^^to Vienna) to spy on 
the ‘•ewish Agency people and to report to his chief whatever he had seen. 



2. Interropatdon of Subject disclosed the following. He was born 
in Budapest' in 1923 and is a st^ent in the Arehitechtural Section of the 
Biidapest Folytechnical School; Around July 1945 his uncle, Aladar ILLEK, , 

a non-Jew, Deputy Chief of the Budapest Xo«m Police, living at 22 Panonia, 
suggested that Subject act as an informer for the Political Sactioh of the 
Hungarian, State Police in order to report <m Nasi activities of the students 
in the Poiytechnical Institute. A" few days later he received a letter from 
this organization and was told to report to Section D-24 (Defensive 'Section 
of the Political;' Police) . . He tallied with the s\A>->Chibf, Janos 1st 
Lieutenant of Pcjlioe, in his office at Andras^ utca 6>0. . KOULOS s4ld that 
from now on his Vlssion would be to bring* pwlodlc and. frequent reports on 
the \indergroun4 l^ai organlzetione of students of the Polyteohnleal Institute. 
Three or four times per week Subject brought in the reports on students' 
meetings in an abandoned villa and on those who were in possession of bombs 
and firearms. Sometimes Subject gave his reports to the chief of the Def- 
ensive Section, 1st Lieutenant of Police, George who* like 

is a Jew and a fervent Ccsmiunist. Subject -added that in Section D-2/T (wH!^ 
is now called B-6) , there were about 24 police officers, 20 of which wereJews 
and all of them Communists. 

3. Subject asserts that the rising anti-Semitism and the Russian 
terror prompted him to leave the country and to try to continue hit studies 
in the UNHRA DP University in Munich. 

4* He contacted the "Transport Leaders" of the Jewish Agency 
(messengers for CONDUCTCH) whom he only knevf under the operatiqnal names of 
"Johnny", "Jpc kle", and "Stephen ". Apparently those men hhd a financial 
deal with Captain.4fi!iQi^£f the French Mission in Budanest. (See LVX 220) 
Subject paid Captain LoUlS $40 for a false document certifying that he was 
a repatriated French worker, which was provided v/ith the stamp of the French 
Mission in BtidapeBt, 

5. The transport left Budapest on 1 April 1946 and was accompanied 
by "Johnnie", "Jackie" and "Stephen" and by Captain LOUIS,. The latter jumped 
off the train in the railway station of Gyite- (halfway between Budapest and 
Vienna), because the three mfessengers had not split all the money with him. 

The transport contained about 35 to 40 Jewsy all provided with French repa- 
triatioh papers. They were all sheltered in the Rothschild Hospital in 
Vienna. The three messengers immediately returned to Budapest. 

6. Subject remained two weeks in Vienna, asserting that all he did 
was wait for transportation to Munich. He had left all his papers in Budapest 
and the only thing in his possession was the false French repatriation papers 
from Captain LOUIS, so he decided to return to Budapest to fetch his Hungarian 
papers. He arrived there on 11 April 19/6. Although the frontier was closed. 
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he said that he could get through by showing a certificate with his photo- 
graph Bigned by Mr. TEICHHOL^ . Manager of the Rothschild Hospital, certify- 
ing that he was a former concentration camp inmate and provided with a stamp 
of the Concentration Camp Inmates ‘ League of Austria .

7. Subject assertVtHt as heTiaf^'Te^ notifying 

his chief in the Political Police; he wanted to Report back there Just to 
take leave from tHem7~TIe “had read in the papers of the arrests of Gabor 
SA12BR and ol' a armber of his accomplices $ also 6f a number of Jewish Agency 
men and of Alft>ed SCHBARTZ (See LSX 217, 218, 219). He asserts that he was 
sufficiently inter^f8^6d-^o try to intercede for them. It so happened that 
KCAILOS and SZQBLLOSI were the officers who were treating the cases of the 
inunl^atlon racket. Although they were interestedl' and asserted that they also 
were Jews, they *still were good Communists arid Hungarian policemen, and would 
not do an^hitig for the •prisoners. During hid visit Subject saw "Stephan” 
being interrogated by .a member 'of Section 

8. Subject received again a new ftrench repatriation paper from 

Captain LOUIS and wanted to tsdce the train in -the Budapest railway station 
on 16 April. Vhen he arrived there he saw K(MX)S and SZOELLOSI and a nuhiber 
of men checking all departures*. They ImAedldtely apr^reher^ed him and told 
him that the French paper that he had was iHedaUy secured . Inject asserts 
that his former chief still let him through and -iald that if he left tonight 
they would not bother him and they went as ftir as saying thAt if he contacted 
the Hungarian 1st Lt. KOTONA at the frontier station of Hegyeshalom, he would 
let Subject through. ' ; 

9. In the railway, station Subject m^t one lives 

in -Hegyeshalom •and is an intimate friend of Lt . atk! who waVa« a pro- 

fession of smuggling Jews from Budapest to Vienna . Xh PALVARY's company was 
one J^^^^^Jjj^nother messenger for CONDUCHIQR) idio was accompanied by the 
three slaters R OSEtBLDM, Eva, Ilona and Ida. ‘ 

10. PALVART managed to snuggle the four persons over the frontier 
at Hegyeshalom with the complicity of Lt. KOIONA, and Subject arrived in 
Vienna unharmed. 

11. It is the opinion bf GOKDUCTOF and hia men that Subject is still 
I an agent for the Political Police in Budapest and that they will deal with him 

in" their own way. 

12. The girl "Ida" mentioned in para 9 is identical with the "Ida" 

described in LVX 221, A~^eck with Mr. HUBER of CID, Ui^A, disclosed the 
following: Some time ago the CIB arrested one Pvt, V/INTER ^former Hungarian 

citizen who was a member of ACA Budapest, for dollar smUgglingV^da ROSENBLUM 
approached the CID and promised them important information* if they' wbUISTlef 
WIOTEF. out of jail and let him travel' to' Budapest for three days. This the 
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CID refused to doj' however they demanded the information from the girl. 

The latter soon came back with such valuable intelligence aboxit such a big 
case that the matter is classified Top Secret and directed by the Deputy 
Commander of USFA. Since then ’•Ida" has been travelling back and forth to 
Budapest bringing out information and hoping to have WINTER released as a 
reward for her efforts. The CID has done very little thecking about the 
background of this woman whom the only know as "Ida" and the "Field Repre- 
sentative" of a Budapest firm of lawyers. It was absolutely unknown to them 
that the group had bee checked in the Budapest railway station and let thru 
by the Political Police v/ho knew that the papers they carried were absolutely 
false. 



13. Subject asserts that he knew very little about the heads _of 
the different sections of the Political Police and that this organization 
is in a constant flux, where sections and men are constantly reshuffled and 
renamed. He knows that the head of the Political Police in Hungary is one 
Peter Comnunlst, who has a rank of Captain, , First Class in 

the Police. GABdl's deputy is one Joseph TIMAR (Jewish Communist, age around 
36, rank. Captain of the Police). Section A^IO (Prosecution of War Criminals) 
was headed by Jcjios SZTODAHELSE , who is now in charge of the Political 
Internment Camp in i^uda . He' also knows of section C-10 which is in charge 
of all investigaticms against Fascists, especially Arrow Cross people. 

Subject also knows of a sectitm E-27 but does not knov/ what its activities 
are. It is interrogator's opinion that Subject knows more about these 
matters and that he should be re-interrogated in Salzburg when he arrives 
there . 



14. It is to be noted that Alfred SCHT/^ TZ (See LVX 219) has also 
been arrested by the Hungarian Political Police although he had a semi-offi- 
cial status with the Hungarians in Vienna. 
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
